The Westeel-Rosco organization of today is the 
result of the acquisition and amalgamation of many 
companies. Our origin goes back to the year 1852 
when the first of these companies was established in 
Montreal. 


In Ontario the roots go back to 1885, and in 1900 the 
Toronto company gained international recognition as 
a leader in metal craft by winning gold medals for 
exhibits in the Paris exhibition of that year. 


The first Western plant of the company which was to 
become Westeel-Rosco was established in Winnipeg 
in 1902. A quick succession of other companies, 
desiined to become part of todays organization, began 
operations in the West; two of them shortly after the 
provinces of Saskatchewan and Alberta were formed. 


These founding firms met the challenge of producing 
sheet metal products to meet the many needs of a 
growing country. The ingenuity and inventiveness of 
the skilled metal craftsman was frequently called upon 
in adapting machines and methods of manufacture to 
the needs of the market. In fact some of the products 
produced in those days are being fabricated today in 
modern design form with more sophisticated equip- 
ment. 


The companies that ultimately became Westeel and 
Rosco expanded substantially during the period 
nineteen twenty to nineteen sixty. Companies were 
acquired, plants were constructed, mergers and 
amalgamations consummated, lines of products were 
expanded and new products developed. 


It became clear to the management of both companies 
during the mid-sixties that a merging of the operations 
of Westeel and Rosco would be advantageous. Each 
had complementary product lines, while at the same 
time there was some duplication which indicated that 
a single effort would be desirable. Consequently 
Westeel and Rosco amalgamated in 1965 to become 
Westeel-Rosco Limited. 


Today, because of the wide diversity of W-R-L sheet 
metal products and the company’s hundred and 
fourteen year history, Canadians in all walks of life 
are served by this all-Canadian company.

The audited consolidated financial statements of your Company and its 
subsidiaries for the year ended December 31, 1966 are submitted herewith. 


The highlights for 1966 include sales of $66,866,000 and net profit after full 
allowance for income taxes of $1,505,000, both of which are records. The 
gain in sales and profits over 1965 are 138% and 25% respectively. 


_Ontario retained its lead as the largest distribution area for the Company, 


although the combined sales in Manitoba and Saskatchewan achieved the 
greatest rate of increase over the previous year. 


Sales of all product lines increased over 1965. 


This designation, selected for the previously separated lines of structural 
and contract products, includes roof and floor deck, wall panel, industrial 
cladding, ventilation products, architectural porcelain enamel, chalk- 
boards, toilet partitions, lockers, shelving, and doors and frames. Sales 
of these products, aimed at the commercial, industrial, educational and 
government construction markets, were at a record level and we are 
anticipating further gains in 1967. The recently-introduced ‘‘Canata”’ office 
partion has enjoyed a very favorable market response. 


These include such items as corrugated metal pipe in sizes from 6” to 25’ 
diameter, signs, posts, tunnel liner, guardrail, crib-wall and snow fence. 
The increase in sales was substantial, despite a slowdown in road contract 
awards in some provinces. We acquired, during 1966, a high-speed auto- 
matic machine for the production of corrugated metal pipe which will make 
for a more efficient operation. 


This group, which includes grain storage bins, water troughs, bulk feed 
tanks, farm roofing and siding, and farm gates, had record sales. These 
products bring the company into close relationship with farmers, co-opera- 
tives, dealers and agricultural schools. They offer exciting possibilities for 
the future not only in Canada, but elsewhere. The farm industry has 
become increasingly mechanized and, with the constant attention paid to 
this market by our expanded research and development staff, new products 
are being developed rapidly.

We offer a full range of galvanized and steel sheets, hot and cold rolled 
steels sheets, and aluminum and copper sheets. Demand for these items 
reacts quickly to changes in the economic tempo, and sales in the latter 
half of 1966 were unable to keep up with the overall rate of gain achieved 
by the Company. We expect that an increase will be recorded in 1967, 
particularly during the second half. 


This category, which covers truck tanks, semi-trailer tanks and refuelers, 
experienced substantial growth during 1966. Intensive study is being made 
toward developing additional uses for these products. 


Sales of this product group, which includes such materials as eavestrough, 
conductor pipe, and perimeter heating pipe, increased despite the decline 
in residential construction during 1966. We do not look for any substantial 
gains in the early part of 1967, but if the expected revival of house building 
takes place in the latter part of the year, we can look forward to some 
improvement. 


In summary, all product lines in the past year recorded gains over 1965 
and, given the normal Canadian growth pattern anticipated for 1967, fur- 
ther increases are expected. 


Operating profits of $3,028,000 are $1,071,000 higher than in 1965, and the 
resulting margin of operating profit to sales rose from 3.31% to 4.53%. 
This increase reflects the continuing efforts to achieve the potential cost 
savings looked for by the consolidation of the former companies, Westeel 
Products Limited and Rosco Metal Products Ltd. 


In accordance with certain provisions of the Income Tax Act, the Com- 
pany has charged depreciation for income tax purposes in excess of the 
amounts recorded in the accounts. As well, certain elements of income 
have been deferred for tax purposes. The resulting deferment of income 
taxes, amounting to $501,000, has been charged against this year’s opera- 
tions, and the aggregate tax reductions applicable to future years when 
these items will be included for tax purposes now amount to $1,701,000.

OUTLOOK 


The net profit for the year amounted to $1,505,000, equal to $3.12 per 
share, compared with $1,202,000 or $2.50 per share earned during 1965. 


Net working capital at the end of 1966 amounted to $8,218,000, an in- 
crease of $1,115,000 during 1966. The ratio of current assets to current 
liabilities rose to 1.43 from 1.39. Constant attention to the level of inven- 
tories has resulted in a noticeable reduction in such investment, with a 
corresponding increase in the rate of turnover. 


Dividends, in keeping with the favorable earnings trend, were increased 
during 1966 to 60 cents per share from the 15 cents previously paid. 


Capital expenditures during 1966 totaled $1,124,000. Some of the major 
projects undertaken included the purchase of the corrugated metal pipe 
machine previously mentioned, the construction of new facilities in Ed- 
monton, and the completion of the first stage of the relocation of our plant 
in Saskatoon. 


We are pleased to announce that Mr. E. C. Bovey, President of Northern 
and Central Gas Company Limited, was recently elected to the Board. 


Forecasts of the trend of general economic activity in 1967 indicate that a 
normal growth rate can be expected. Despite increases in wage rates and 
the cost of certain of our basic materials, your Company can expect a 
continued demand for its products and a satisfactory performance during 
the current year. 


We wish to record our appreciation of the services rendered by the 
employees of the Company and its subsidiaries during the past year, as a 
result of which, as stated, records in sales and profits were achieved.

NOTES TO CONSOLIDATED FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


1. Security for bank borrowings 


Accounts receivable and inventories are pledged as security against bank borrowings. 


Accumulated tax reductions applicable to future years 

The companies exclude certain profits included in consolidated income when computing tax liabili- 
ties currently payable; also claims are made for capital cost allowances in excess of depreciation 
recorded in the accounts. The accumulated tax reductions of $1,701,000 are applicable to those 
future years when profits currently excluded from taxable income must be included and when claims 
for capital cost allowances will be less than recorded depreciation. 


Share options outstanding 

At December 31, 1966, 2,800 common shares were reserved for issuance under options granted to 
employees at a price of $10.25 per share; the options are exercisable on a cumulative basis to 1970 
and expire in 1972. During 1966 an employee exercised his option with respect to 1,800 shares. 


Dividend restrictions 

Under an agreement with the holder of the 5.85% note payable, cash dividends are restricted to 
the sum of (a) 70% of the amount by which consolidated earnings from January 1, 1956 exceed re- 
payments on such note plus (b) $250,000. At December 31, 1966, $897,000 of earnings retained for 
use in the business was not so restricted.

Craftsmanship still plays its part but many 
of the machines used by Westeel-Rosco 
sheet metal workers today would astound 
the worker of yesterday. 


Modernizing facilities is a vital part of 
W-R-L progress .. . up-dating plant equip- 
ment is a continuous program. 


Some of the machines and the people 
who operate them are pictured on these 
pages. Operation of these machines re- 
quire expert and precise skills, consider- 
able judgement and an understanding of 
the workability of metal. This calls for a 
high degree of technical knowledge and 
years of on-the-job experience. W-R-L has 
many skilled metal craftsmen and, through 
the teamwork of these men and machines, 
many products are produced today that 
were unheard of a decade or so ago. 


The machines illustrated are: 


1 Our new high-speed automatic corrugated 

culvert machine showing the rolls which cor- 
rugate the flat coil stock prior to formation of 
the pipe. 


2 Another view of the same machine show- 
ing the completed pipe emerging from the 
machine. The pipe is produced with spiral cor- 
rugations in a wide range of diameters. The 
edges are formed into a tight lockseam. An 
automatic cut-off ensures pipe of specified 
length. 


3 Automatic cutting machine. This machine 
cuts sheet metal to specified lengths from coil 
stock. It is used for manufacturing and ware- 
house services. 


4 1000-ton, 36’-0” press brake used for form- 
ing deep section sheet metal products for the 
construction industry. 


5 Electric-eye, torch-cutting machine, speed- 
ily and automatically cuts heavy plate com- 
ponents to scale from sensitized patterns. 


6 One of many rolling mills which shape 
metal from coil stock into finished products 
for the construction industry in one continuous 
operation. 


7 Automatic welding machine for fast, pre- 
cision spot welding. Used largely for products 
such as cellular steel floor deck. 


8 Corrugating rolls used for curving heavy 
gauge tunnel liner segments into required 
radii. 
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
